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FINDS RUSSIA KIND

TO HER PRISONERS

llorbert H. I). Peirco, Ameri-

can Diplomat, Kcturns From
Inspection Trip.

Herbert If. D. Pelrce, former Amerl.
can Minister to Norway, returned on the
Norwegian-America- n liner Bergensfjord
yesterday, lie went to Pclrograd two
years ago an special atent of the State
Department with the rank of Minister
Plenipotentiary to Inspect the prison
camps throughout Itussla. A private
car was placed at his disposal by the
Czar and In this he visited many camps
In Siberia.

Among all the 300,600 prisoners whom
lie saw Mr. Pelrca said ho observed not
a single Instance of cruolty or hard-
ship. The German, Austrian and Turk-
ish soldiers who wero captured, he found,
wcro treated the same as Itusslan sol-
diers with regard to food, clothing and
the sanitary condition of their camps.
Many of them, ho noticed, seemed glad
that they had been captured.

Also on bourd tho llergensfjord was
Samuel Harper, son of tho late lYesldent
Harper of Chicago University and pro-

fessor of European history In that Insti-
tution, who found Hut democratic Insti-
tution.- were spreading In Itussla. The
cost of food and clothing lias risen In
Pctrograd, ho said, und limit can be
eaten only on Saturday, Sunday nnd
Monday. Many Itusslans told him that
uny American enterprises started theio
nfter the war "must contain a Itusslan
element In the administration."
